C araw ay’s Charges Denied. 


Washington, Jan. Ilk— As a result 


of revelations made 
in the .senate 


committee’s 
investigation 
into 
the 


transfer of government oil 
reserve 


lands to private ownership, it became 


pra< ticaily certain that congress w ill 


demand revocation of leases in the 


Teapot Dome and other sections. 


This action w ill take the form of a 


joint resolution cailtog on President 


Coolidge to set aside these 
leases. 
The president is watching closely all 
(developments 
in 
the 
Investigation, 
but will take no action until tue sen­ 
ate has completed its inquiry and con­ 
gress htus acted. 
Senators who are following every 
move in the investigation say that 
it promises to disclose one of the 
worst scandals in the official life of 
Washington. 
Action by the president could be 
in 
the form of an executive order 
canceling the oil leases, or an instruc­ 
tion to the attorney general to prose­ 
cute, or both. 
Senator Thomas ,1. Walsh, a mem­ 
ber of the public lands committee, to 
vtuiiih the senate confided the investi- 
g. ion, wjM report to the committee 
nexfblondiay. 
He will submit the re­ 
sults of his trip to Palm Beach, Fla., 
where, by authority of the committee, 
lie questioned 
Edward 
B. 
McLean, 
Washington publisher, regarding Mr. 
M cLean's alleged (and denied) loan 
of $100,000 to Albert P. Fall, former 
»eenetaTy of the interior, who exe­ 
cuted the leases. Thus transfer placed 
the Teapot Pome and other exceed­ 
ingly valuable oil properties in the 
hands of Secretary Fall. 
The. charges made by Senator Fara­ 
w ay in bis speech in the senate las* 
Wednesday, In which he declared that 
the leasing of Teapot Dome by Sec­ 
retary Fall was a “ gigantic conspir­ 
acy,” have brought; a flood of letters 
to senators and representatives which,

The ohief point in controversy re­ 
volves* about the $100,000 which Sec- 
rotary Fall admits he received sev­ 
eral months after the Teapot I>ome 
lease was executed, the money being 
used by him in the purchase of an­ 
other ranch in New Mexico.

a letter to the investigating commit­ 
tee, declared he got this money from 
Edward B. M cLean, and the commit­ 
tee subsequently received a commuui- 
caiti#n from M cLean ’s lawyers adm it­ 
ting this was so.

H er story is all the more astound­ 
ing because one of the defendants is 
her mother, w h im she designates- in 
the suit as both Helen F. Darling and 
Mrs. 
W illiam W . Stevenson. 
Other 
defendants are W illiam 
W. Stevep- 
son, comptroller of the* Mutual Life 
Assurance company, and Dr. Joseph 
Henry Cahoon. 
The impelling motive for the al­ 
leged conspiracy. Miss French says, 
was an effort to force her into silence 
as to an alleged intrigue whi.ii she 
says has existed between her mother 
and Stevenson. 
The mother declared: 
“ I w ill not. 
discuss such nonsense.” 
Both Ste­ 
venson and Dr. Cahoon denied the 
charges. 
Miss French, 
who is said 
to be 
heiress to a ©u-bstantial sum, s-ays in 
her affidavit: 
“ W hen 
I came 
to live 
with 
my 
mother, about a year ago, after a long 
absence, during which I toured the 
world, 
I 
found 
Dr. 
( ahoou was 
a 
daily and nightly visitor, coming in 
the evening, morning and sometimes 
luring the night. 
They tried to get 
me to become a drug addict—both 
Dr. Cahoon and mother, as well as 
Mr. Stevenson, which I naturally re­ 
fused. 
"Because I remonstrated with them 
: hat it was an outrageous piece of 
work and that I 
would inform the 
authorities, I was kept a prisoner at 
home for months at a time. 
W hen 
le a d expected an injection of mor­ 
phine would be given me by Dr. Ca- 
hoon. 
I became virtually out of my 
mind from the treatment. 
“ Last April I was given such an 
injection and the next thing I knew 
I was in a sanitarium, having b^en 
taken there in Mr. Stevenson's car. 
I was kept there two months, all lib­ 
erties denied, and all bills paid by 
Mr. 
Stevenson. 
W hen 
I 
came out 
con/cHtiions continued 
as 
before. 
It 
sc-eme that the three were afraid I 
would get away and show them up— 
show the lives they had been living 
and how they had treated me.” 
She goes on to tell how »he was 
confined in a second sanitarium in 
New Jersey, from which she fled in 
the night by making a rope with the 
sheets on her bed and sliding from 
the second story window.

Cause and Effect of Airship Shenan­ 
doah's Flight to Be Probed. 


Washington, Jan. 19.— Investigation 
of the cause and effects of the th rill­ 
ing runaway flight o? the navy dirig­ 
ible Shenandoah 
Wednesday 
night, 
when she broke from her mooring 
mast and rode out a 70-mile gale in 
badly damaged condition, was begun 
by the house naval affairs committee 
today. 
The committee's inquiry 
is 
directed particularly 
with the view' 
of determining the wisdom and value 
of the proposed flight of the Shen­ 
andoah to the North pole next spring 
and the ability of the gisatrt craft suc­ 
cessfully 
to negotiate the unprece­ 
dented voyage. 
Secretary of the N avy Den by, Rear 
Admiral W illiam A. Moffett, chief of 
the bureau of aerot-mutics of the navy 
department, who ha..- been designated 
by the department, w ill appear before 
the committee to give the members 
the benefit of their knowledge and 
opinion. 
The carrying out of plans 
for the polar flight may depend upon 
the results 
of the com m ittee» 
in­ 
quiry and findings. 
There has devel­ 
oped some opposition to the expedi­ 
tion, on the ground that it unneces­ 
sarily jeopardizes 1he 
lives of the 
crew.

dressmaking establishments the pin 
bill sometimes reaches as high as $1.- 
500 annually. 
Used only once, the 
pins are remov ed and allowed to drop 
on the floor, where they are swept 
away. 
Ev en if gathered up at the 
close of the day, the pins are too dirty 
to he used again on fine fabrics. 
The ; 
company mentioned purposes to effect 
a sav ing in the pin item by taking all 
the used pins, cleaning and reflnishing 
them. 
More than a year of experimentation 
was necessary in order to discov er a 
process for satisfactorily reflnishing 
the pins. 
At first It was thought that 
if the pins simply were gathered by 
means of a magnet instead of sweep­ 
ing, they could be used again without 
reflnishing, but ev en then it was found 
that the pins retained enough of the 
floor dust to soil white fabrics and 
make their use unprofitable.

Farmers and Bankers Are Economic Team Mates, but Obligation 
Rests on Farmer to Protect Soil and Balance 
Crops, Says D. H. Otis.

*T» KE b anker may properly b e considered the team mate of the farmer, and 
* 
as snch must, work in perfect harmony. Economic conditions demand it. 
T he work 1« too heavy. 
Tt req uires a team. 
The interdependence 
of the 
J 
farm er and b anker is so close that self-preservation de­ 
mands that they pull together. 
If agriculture fails we all 
fail. 
There are no two industries that offer greater op­ 
portunities for mutual helpfulness, for increasing profits 
and b ank deposits than do b anking and farming. 
The Banker-Farmer movement presents a program that 
reaches down through the surface to the very roots of 
things. 
It recognizes the truth that b ank prosperity de­ 
pends not upon the prosperity of a few b ut upon tto pros­ 
perity of all and especially of the average man and the 
average woman. 
In the last analysis we must recognize 
a community of interest, "each for all and all for each."

to use its capital stock for running ex­ 
penses.

b e less time to listen to the agitator 
The latter only increases discontent, 
makes men loss capab le and prolongs 
the Lime of recovery. 
The farm er 
must work his way out and not look 
in vain for the Government to legis­ 
late high prices. 
But if we get our farm ers to work­

over-production? This over-production 
cry b linds us to the real issue. There 
may b e times when c ríala crops, b e­ 
cause of climatic or economic condi­ 
tions, are unprofitab le, and yet there 
are other crops tnat are profitab le in 
a well worked out system of diversifi­ 
cation. 
In the live.-tock sections we 
seldom hear of an over-prodution 
o f 
alfalfa or clover. 
In all sections of 
the country we are im porting either 
food or feed that we ought to b e rais 
ing at home. 
Our cropping systems 
need to b e readjusted to meet present 
needs. 
We need to do just a little

sembled an d studied, are ex pected to 
| aid in establishin g n ew prin ciples in 
the scien ce o f n utritio n . 
Pro fesso r McCo llum’s labo rato ry has 
acco mmo datio n s fo r 3,000 rats, tho u» !'. 
1 o n ly 340 in mates are un dergo in g ex ­ 
perimen t this summer. When the visi­ 
to r en ters the ro o m n o t a so un d .be­ 
tray s the presen ce o f a livin g thin g, 
j 
Cages In ro ws lin e the walls an d the 
do o r, each heavily screen ed. Here an d 
there the quick flirtin g o f a tail sho ws 
that a cage is o ccupied. 


Diseased R ats Destroyed. 
All o f the rats in the ro o m are n o r­ 
mal, healthy specimen s. They are bred 
there at the co lo n y . An y o f the sto ck 
rats that sho w sign s o f beco min g un - 
i healthy befo re en terin g in to ex perimen - 
* tatio n are destro y ed. 
New arrivals at the co lo n y , in the 
fo rm o f baity rats, are fed o ran ge juice 
fro m an ey e dro pper. 
As they gro w 
larger their diet is chan ged, an d when 
they have matured a regular diet is 
prescribed. 
This diet co n sists o f 25 
I>er cen t wheat, 25 per cen t maize, 20.5 
per cen t ro lled o ats, 10 i>er cen t flax ­ 
seed o il meal, 10 per cen t casein an d 
five-ten ths o f 1 per cen t calcium car­ 
bo n ate. Daily a bo wl o f milk is placed 
in each cage an d twice a week the rats 
get cabbage o r carro ts. This, with the 
additio n o f tap water, is the diet upo n 
which the sto ck rats thrive. 
When a 
rat en ters the ex perimen tal stage dis­ 
tilled water is used. 


Odd Effect of Diet. 
Do cto r McCo llum has succeeded in 
brin gin g abo ut; by mean s o f diets, 
practically an y co n ditio n o f health de­ 
sired. 
He can make the rat prema­ 
turely o ld, make it wild, make it tame, 
an d even regulate to the day its span 
o f life. 
Further ttian that he has 
pro ved that in man y cases a rat's reac­ 
tio n to a certain diet will be iden tical 
with that o f a man fed o n the same 
diet. 
He say s: 
"There is p chaps n o thin g mo re wo r­ 
thy o f careful co n sideratio n us a tu- 
n mn pro blem than the suggestive re­ 
sults o f the behavio r o f o ur ex perimen ­ 
tal rats as mo dified by diet.’’ 
“The 
well-n o urished 
rat,” 
Do cto r 
McCo llum say s, “when placed in a 
cage, wan ts to ex plo re its surro un din gs. 
Its co at is sleek, its ey es bright un A it 
sho ws n o sign s o f n ervo usn ess. 
After 
ex plo rin g its n ew ho me it do es n o t 
man ifest much activity , but is perfect­ 
ly co n ten ted while o n familiar gro un d.” 
To sho w that the healthy rat do es 
n o t min d bein g han dled, Do cto r McCo l­ 
lum o pen s a cage, reaches in with bare 
han ds, pulls six rats to gether by tln ir 
tails an d calmly lifts them o ut, ho ld­ 
in g them up fo r in spectio n , heads do wn ­ 
ward. 
They do n o t squeal an d they 
make n o attempt to bite. 
En tirely differen t sy mpto ms are ex ­ 
hibited by rats o n a deficien t diet. 
When the cage is o pen ed they retreat 
to a far co rn er an d sho w sign s o f 
fright. These rats are han dled with a 
pair o f lo n g to n gs, an d it is o ften im­ 
po ssible to pick them up, because o f 
their fran tic jumpin g abo ut. 
The y o un g o f a mo ther rat sufferin g 
fro m maln utritio n 
will 
develo p the 
mo ther’s sy mpto ms, an d after a few’ 
day s will sit up o n their haun ches an d 
squeal fo r ho urs. 
Death usually fo l­ 
lo ws. 
o n e o f the ex perimen ts co n sists in 
feedin g a n it a diet that is adequate 
in all respects hut in its pro tein co n ­ 
ten t. 
A gro win g rat fed o n this diet 
will beco me dwarfed. If, after several 
mo n ths the diet is chan ged an d a n o r­ 
mal o n e substituted, the* rat will o n ce 
mo re start to gro w. 
Even tho ugh it 
may reach full size, ho wever. It will 
alway s be defo rmed in so me way . 
A 
mo n th-o ld rat is co n sidered as mature 
as a three-y ear-o ld child. 


Lengthening Life by Diet. 
The average life o f a rat is two 
y ears. 
Un der pro per diets, ho wever, 
Do cto r McCo llum has len gthen ed this 
span to three y ears. 
He has also fo r­ 
mulated diets that will determin e, al­ 


m o 
s t to the day . ho w lo n g a rat will 
live. 
Two sets o f y o un g rats will be taken 
an d placed in differen t cages. 
All the 
rats will be the same age an d o f 
healthy sto ck. On e cage will have o n e 
diet, the o ther cage a diet almo st iden ­ 
tical, with the ex ceptio n o f o n e item. 
In so me cases a very slightly differen t 
ratio will be made. 
All o f the rats will flo urish. 
They 
will appear n o rmal an d healthy , an d 
• aeh gro up w» il make the same pro g­ 
ress. At the en d o f six mo n ths, Do cto r 
McCo llum will have two cages o f ap­ 
paren tly healthy an imals, but here the 
Image begin s. 
The rats with the adequate diet will 
co n tin ue bright-ey ed an d sleek co ated. 
They will n o t beco me n ervo us, an d will 
ex hibit n o un due alarm regardin g their 
surro un din gs. 
The rats In the o ther 
cage will sho w sign s o f n ervo usn ess, 
rheir co ats will fo witho ut the atten­ 


tio n usually given them, and ey es wITf 
beco me dull. Rapidly they beco me thin 
¡n d emaciated, an d are ready to bite 
tr.e han d thrust in to the cage. 
So o n 
afterward they die. 
The vary in g o f 
tills diet ever so slightly will pro duce 
like results’, but len gthen in g o r decreas­ 
in g the time it takes to acco mplish the 
ex perimen t. 
Life of R at Is T hree Years. 
When a rat beco mes o ld it ex hibits 
•isms o f irritability . 
Its co at beco mes 
ro ugh, an d its temper mean . 
Walkin g 
alo n g the ro ws o f cages o n e will see, 
here an d there, a rat that lo o ks fo r all 
the wo rld like a ven erable gran dfather 
o f the rat co lo n y . 
Yo u are sure that 
it is at least three y ears o ld, which is 
the ex treme len gth o f a rat's life. 
Here again the ex perimen ts are to 
blame. 
The rat may be o n ly three 
mo n ths o r a y ear o ld. 
Diets co n tain ­ 
in g certain tilin gs an d lackin g in o thers 
have made the rat prematurely o ld. 
On e o f the mo st n o table ex perimen ts 
deals with the mo ther rat an d her 
y o un g. 
Regulated diets will leave a 
female rat In capable o f pro ducin g a 
family . 
Other diets will affect the 
y o un g to such an ex ten t that litter 
after litter will be bro ught in to the 
wo rld, o n ly to die. A well-pro po rtio n ed 
diet, o n the o ther han d, will save every 
baby in n in ety -n in e litters o ut o f every 
hun dred. 
Diet and Offspring. 
Un der n o rmal co n ditio n s the mo ther 
rat is so licito us o f her y o un g. 
While 
pro perly n o urished she will give them 
every atten tio n . 
But when Do cto r 
McCo llum chan ges the diet, the mo ther 
will beco me n ervo us, an d will even tu­ 
ally attack an d destro y her family . 
Ex i>erimen ts have pro ved that a diet 
adequate to main tain the mo ther In a 
heathy co n ditio n will allo w her to care 
pro perly fo r her y o un g. 
Rut as a 
mo ther rat is fed a diet that pro duces 
certain ailmen ts o r adverse co n ditio n s, 
these sy mpto ms are in variably 
Im­ 
parted to the baby rats in the mo ther’s 
milk. 
If the diet Is co rrected, bo th 
mo ther 
an d 
y o un g may 
return 
to 
health. 
This also ho lds go o d in cases 
where the mo ther has destro y ed the 
litter. 
After a mo ther has destro y ed 
two o r three litters, while o n an in suffi­ 
cien t diet, the diet has been chan ged 
to an adequate o n e, an d the n ex t litter 
has received the mo st careful atten tio n 
fro m the mo ther. 
rl he study ex ten ds do wn several gen ­ 
eratio n s o f the same family . Rats fed 
o n an in adequate diet, which at the 
same time will permit them to pro ­ 
duce a litter, will die n aturally . 
The 
seco n d an d third gen eratio n s o f the 
same family will have the same diet, 
an d at the en d o f the third gen eratio n 
the family usually dies o ut. 
Staited W ork Fifteen Years Ago. 
Sin ce Do cto r McCo llum started his 
ex perimen ts fifteen y ears ago , the im­ 
po rtan ce o f diet has been reco gn ized 
mo re an d mo re. 
Rv addin g certain 
fo o ds he has succeeded in creatin g a 
disease, an d by substitutin g o ther fo o ds 
he has acco mplished the feat o f co r­ 
rectin g mo rbid co n ditio n s. 
He co n ­ 
siders pro per feedin g the mo st impo r­ 
tan t step to ward the preven tio n o f 
human ills. 
Olio o f the ex perimen ts has to do 
with the value o f light In curin g dis­ 
eases. 
Acco rdin g to Do cto r McCo llum, 
a large percen tage o f scho o l children 
in the Un ited S tates are suffering fro m 
rickets. 
Tn man y cases this in has 
been co n tracted by the baby fro m the 
mo ther, while in o ther cases it is the 
result o f impro per diets. 
Tests have 
been made to determin e just what diet 
is respo n sible- fo r the co n ditio n . 
"In 
man y cases,” Do cto r McCo llum say s, 
“the excessive amo un t o f cereals co n ­ 
sum ed is respo nsible.” 
(Hitside o f the rat labo rato ry is a 
Mg lawn . In the middle stan ds a sto o l 
an d o n the sto o l is a screen ed cage. 
On e lo n e rat o ccupies the cage, an d 
with the ho t sun glarin g do wn fro m 
abo ve, seeks vain ly fo r shade. The rat 
is sufferin g fro m rickets, as a result 
o f impro per diet, an d n o w he is bein g 
subjected to an o ther ex perimen t which 
may cure him o f the disease.

GIVE

PINS SUNDAY 


Company Formed in New York for the 
Purpose of Cleaning and Re­ 
finishing Them. 


That tlme-wom and still unanswered 
qnestion, “What becomes of all the old 
pins?” seems to be in a fair way of 
being answered in New York city at 
least, for a company has been formed 
for the purpose of refinishing used 
pins and restoring them to their orig­ 
inal newness. 
Not that representa­ 
tives of the company are to patrol the 
streets gathering up discarded pins, 
but it Is said that in some of the larg*1 
dressmaking establishments the pin 
bill sometimes reaches as high as $1.- 
500 annually. 
Used only once, the 
pins are removed and allowed to drop 
on the floor, where they are swept 
away. 
Even if gathered up at the 
close of the day, the pins are too dirty 
to he used again on fine fabrics. The 
company mentioned purposes to effect 
a saving in the pin item by taking all 
the used pins, cleaning and refinishing 
them. 
More than a year of experimentation 
was necessary in order to discover a 
process for satisfactorily refinishing 
the pins. 
At first It was thought that 
if the pins simply were gathered by 
means of a magnet instead of sweep­ 
ing, they could be used again without 
refinishing, hut even then it was found 
that the pins retained enough of the 
floor dust to soil white fabrics and 
make their use unprofitable. 
A proc­ 
ess was finally discovered, however, 
whereby the refinished pins can be re­ 
turned to the users at half the cost of 
the new product and still the refinish­ 
ing company will be enabled to make 
a fair working profit.

Dr. E. V. McCollum, professor of 
biochemistry in the School of Hygiene 
aud Public Health at Johns Hopkins 
university, has put the rat to work at 
a 
task 
that may 
eventually mean 
longer and better life to man. 
For fifteen years Doctor McCollum 
has been experimenting with rats— 
thousands of them—and discovering 
facts in the effect of diet upon growth, 
health 
and 
heredity. 
These 
facts, 
when enough of them have been as- 
>e la bled and studied, are expected to 
aid in establislilng new principles in 
rile science of nutrition. 
Professor McCollum’s laboratory has 
accommodations for 3,000 rats, though 
only 340 inmates are undergoing ex­ 
periment this summer. 
When the visi­ 
tor enters the room not a sound .be­ 
trays the presence of a living thing. 
Cages in rows line the walls and the 
floor, each heavily screened. 
Here and 
there the quick flirting of a tail shows 
that a cage is occupied. 


Diseased Rats Destroyed. 
All of the rats in the room are nor­ 
mal, healthy specimens. They are bred 
there at the colony. Any of the stock 
rats that show signs of becoming un­ 
healthy befire entering into experimen­ 
tation are destroyed. 
New arrivals at the colony, in the 
form of bally rats, are fed orange juice 
from an eye dropper, 
As they grow 
larger th“ir diet is changed, and When 
they havf matured a regular diet is 
prescribed. 
This diet consists of 25 
IMT cent wheat, 23 per cent maize. 29.5 
per cent rolled oats, IO per cent flax­ 
seed oil meal, IO per cent casein and 
five-tenths of I per cent calcium car­ 
bonate. Daily a bowl of milk is placed 
in each cage and twice a week the rats 
get cabbage or carrots. 
This, with the 
addition of tap water, is the diet upon 
which the stock rats thrive. 
When a 
rat enters the experimental stage dis­ 
tilled water is used. 
Odd Effect of Diet. 
Doctor McCollum has succeeded in 
bringing about; by means of diets, 
practically any condition of health de­ 
sired. 
He can make tile rat prem a­ 
turely old, make it wild, make it tame, 
and even regulate to the day its span 
of life. 
Further than that he has 
proved that in many cases a rat s reac­ 
tion to a certain diet will be Identical 
with that of a man fed on the same 
diet. 
He says: 
“There is \ 'Chaps nothing more w or­ 
thy of careful consideration as a hu­ 
man problem than the suggestive re­ 
sults of the behavior of our experimen­ 
tal rats as modified by diet.’’ 
“The 
well-nourished 
rat,” 
Doctor 
McCollum says, “when placed in a 
cage, wants to explore its surroundings. 
Its coat Is sleek, Its eyes bright ana it 
shows no signs of nervousness. 
After 
exploring its new home it does not 
manifest much activity, but is perfect­ 
ly contented while on familiar ground.’’ 
* To show that the healthy rat does 
not mind being handled. Doctor McCol­ 
lum opens a cage, reaches in with bare 
hands, pulls six rats together by their 
tails and calmly lifts them out, hold- 
i lug them up for inspection, heads down- 
| ward. 
They do not squeal and they 
make no attem pt to bite. 
Entirely different symptoms are ex­ 
hibited by rats on a deficient diet. 
When the cage is opened they retreat 
to a far corner and show signs of 
fright. These rats are handled with a 
pair of long tongs, and it Is often im­ 
possible to pick them up, because of 
their frantic Jumping about. 
The young of a mother rat suffering 
from malnutrition will 
develop the 
mother’s symptoms, and after a few 
days will sit up on their haunches and 
squeal for hours. 
Death usually fol­ 
lows. 
One of the experiments consists in 
feeding a rat a diet that is a d a m ite 
in all respects hut In its protein con­ 
tent. 
A growing rat fed on this diet 
will become dwarfed. 
If, after several 
months the diet is changed and a nor­ 
mal one .substituted, the rat will once 
more start to grow. 
Elven though it 
may reach full size, however, It will 
always be deformed in some way. 
A 
month-old rat Is considered as mature 
us a three-year-old child. 
Lengthening Life by Diet. 
The average life of a rat Is two 
years. 
Under proper diets, however, 
Doctor McCollum has lengthened this 
span to three years. 
He has also for­ 
mulated diets that will determine, al­ 
most to the day, how lone a rat will 
live. 
Two sets of young ruts will be taken 
and placed In different cages. 
All the 
rats will be the same ag*- and of 
healthy stock. 
One cage will have one 
diet, the other cage a diet almost iden­ 
tical, with the exception of tine item, 
In some cases a very slightly different 
ratio will be made. 
All of the ruts will flourish. 
They 
will appear norma! and healthy, and 
each group wUl make the same prog­ 
ress, 
At the end of six months, Doctor 
McCollum will h a\e two cages of ap­ 
parently healthy animals, hut here the 
hance begins. 
The rats with the adequate diet will 
continue bright-eyed am! shvk coated. 
They will not Income nervous, and will 
exhibit no undue alarm regarding the r 
surroundings. 
The rats in the other 
cafe will show signs of nervousness. 
Their coats will go without th* attern 


of the rat colony. 
You are sure that 
it is at least three years old, which is 
the extreme length of a rat s life. 
Here again the experiments are to 
blame. 
The rat may lie only three 
months or a year old.

One of the most notable experiments 
deals with the mother rat and her 
young. 
Regulated diets will leave a 
female rat incapable of producing a 
family. 
Other diets will affect the j 
young to such an extent that litter 
after litter will be brought into the 
world, only to die. A well-proportioned 
diet, on the other hand, will save every 
baby in ninety-nine Utters out of every 
hundred. 
Diet and Offspring. 
Under normal condition* the mother 
rat is solicitous of her young. 
While 
properly nourished she will give them 
every 
attention. 
But 
when 
Doctor 
McCollum changes the diet, the mother 1 
will become nervous, and will eventu­ 
ally attack and destroy ber family. 
Experiments have proved that a diet 
adequate to maintain the mother in a 
heathy condition will allow her to care 
properly for her young. 
But as a 
mother rat is fed a diet that produces 
certain ailments or adverse conditions, 
these symptoms are invariably 
im­ 
parted to the baby rats in the mother’s 
milk. 
If tim diet is corrected, both 
mother 
and 
young 
may 
return 
to 
health. 
This also holds good in cases 
where the mother has destroyed the 
litter. 
After a mother has destroyed 
tw*o or three litters, while on an insutll- 
cient diet, the diet has been changed 
to an adequate one, and the next litter 
has received the most careful attention 
from the mother. 
q he study extends down several gen­ 
erations of the same family. 
Rats fed 
on an inadequate diet, which at the 
same time will permit them to pro- 
duce a litter, will die naturally. 
The 
second and third generations of the 
same family will have the same diet, 
and at the end of the third generation 
the family usually dies out. 
Started Work Fifteen Years Ago. 
Since Doctor McCollum started his 
experiments fifteen years ago, the im­ 
portance of diet has been recognized 
more and more. 
By adding certain 
foods he has succeeded in creating a 
disease, and by substituting other foods 
he has accom plished the feat of cor­ 
recting morbid conditions. 
He con­ 
siders proper feeding the most impor­ 
tant step toward the prevention of 
human ills. 
One of the experiments lins to do 
with the value of light in curing dis­ 
eases. According to Doctor McCollum, 
a large percentage of school children 
in the United States are suffering from 
rickets. 
In many cases this ill has 
been contracted by the baby from the 
mother, white in other cases It is the 
result of improper diets. 
Tests have 
been made to determine just what diet 
Is responsible for the condition. 
“In 
many cast's,” Doctor McCollum says, 
“the excessive a m o u n t of cereals con­ 
sumed is responsible.’’ 
Outside of the rat laboratory is a 
Mg lawn. In the middle stands a stool 
and on tin* stool is a screened cage. 
One lone rat occupies the cage, and 
wit in tho hot sun glaring down from 
above, seeks vainly for simile. The rat 
is suffering from rickets, as a result 
of Improper diet, and now he is being 
subjected to another experiment which 
may curt' him of the disease.

The result was a most Ingenious ma 
chine that grands about 12 Inches high 
The drill which was built carries ten 
spindles, each holding a drill of cum 
her six Morse gauge, which is about 
the size (»f the pin of ordinary use. 
Each little silver of steel that does 
lilt* work is driven by a belt operating
